Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 


To  the  Tozvn  of  Brookfield  for  the   2'ear  ending  March  i, 
1891 : 

The  rapidly  rolling  wheels  of  time  again  reminds  the 
members  of  this  department  of  our  town's  interests  of  their 
duty  to  the  citizens  of  the  town,  which  we  herewith  briefly 
present.  Nothing  of  a  special  character  can  be  communi- 
cated. The  schools  have  been  conducted  in  about  the  usual 
manner,  and  we  hope,  with  at  least,  the  usual  degree  of 
success.  "The  Free  Book  System"  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
judged  of,  in  its  merits  or  demerits,  until  further  tested.  It 
was  deemed  best  not  to  overburden  an  already  heavily  bur- 
dened class  of  tax-payers  by  any  lavish  outlay  in  this  direc- 
tion, consequently  the  present  supply  is  rather  limited,  though 
a  small  addition  only  is  required  for  the  deficiency.  The 
prosperity  of  a  school  depends  largely  on  a  correct  system 
of  classification.  The  uniformity  of  books  supplies  this  de- 
mand. The  highest  price  paid  for  any  one  book  was  ninety 
cents  ;  the  lowest  price,  twelve  cents  ;  the  average  price  per 
book,  forty  cents.  Five  female  teachers  have  been  em- 
ployed the  past  year.  Mrs.  Hattie  B.  Morgan  in  the  Stone- 
ham  school  for  both  terms,  where  she  labored  earnestly  and 
we  think  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  Miss  Edith 
Lucas  and  Miss  Hattie  Goodhue  had  charge  of  the  Hackett 
ch(  ol,  the  former  in  summer  and  the  latter  in  winter,  and 
their  pleasant  ways  and  firm  endeavor  led  their  youth- 
ful pupils  on  and  up  the  steep  ladder  of  love.  Miss  Mary 
E.  Colman  in  summer  and  Miss  Lillian  M.  Hill,  of  Wakefield, 
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in  winter,  had  the  hardest  task  of  all  in  the  Churchill  school, 
where  with  patience  often  severely  tried,  they  labored  in 
every  conceivable  way  to  send  some  rays  of  light  into  thirty- 
seven  youthful  minds  of  different  ages  and  capacity  ;  ten  of 
whom  being  under  six  years  of  age.  Much  credit  is  do  these 
teachers  for  the  systematic  government  of  this  school  during 
the  hours  01  study  and  the  earnestness  with  which  the  work 
was  pursued.  On  the  whole  we  hope  and  trust  that  some 
good  work  has  been  accomplished  the  past  year,  though 
now  scarcely  visible,  but  through  other  influences  may  in 
time  yield  creditable  results.  Whole  number  of  scholars 
registered  during  the  year,  76.  Amount  appropriated  for 
each  scholar,  S4.18.  In  closing  this  report  we  earnestly 
recommend  that  every  parent  and  citizen  of  the  town  should 
make  some  effort,  however  small,  for  the  advancement  of 
educational  interests  among  the  people.
